R. W. Hutchinson, 
planning commission member and 
Belle Haven resident, had voted 
against the recommendations and 
aciterated his opposition before 
council Tuesday night.

F. Groshart, 1052 Berkeley, both of

Trustees of the Menlo Park ele- 
mentary school district, in month- 
ly meeting Monday night, set Aug. 
1 as date of public hearing on a 
proposed $186,310 budget for i949-

Officials Deny 
Any Illegality 
In Annexations 


Menlo Park city officials replied 
this week to a threatened court test 
of the Belle Haven-Suburban Park 
annexations with assertions that all 
legal aspects were checked and that 
“on neither technical nor democrat- 
ic grounds is there a reasonable 
question of propriety of the annexa- 
tions.” 

William J. Gowans of 409 Laur- 
el, North Palo Alto, had informed 

the Belle Haven Improvement as- 
sociation he intended to file a 
lawsuit contesting legality of in- 
cluding the Veterans hospital in 
the annexation. 

Inclusion of the hospital in the 
annexation proposal submitted at 
special elections in January was 
necessary to provide a contiguous 
section between the city limits as 
they existed then and the then un- 
incorporated Belle Haven. 

Gowans made a surprise appear- 


ance at an association meeting and 
announced his intended lawsuit td 
the organization that had sponsored 


the annexation petitions and then 
campaigned in behalf of the pro- 
posal. 

Gowans said his proposed court 
test would be on the question of in- 
cluding federal property in the an- 
nexation, but attacked the entire 
annexation in general. 

He also declared the manager of 
the hospital, General Waldron, had 
told him that he (Waldron) had no 
authority to ‘turn over the hospital 
to Menlo Park,” to quote Gowans.

The city government had an- 
ticipated a new valuation of $6,- 
500,000 and on that basis planned 
a tentative levy of $1.20 for the 
new fiscal year. 

The valuation increase will make 
it possible to reduce by two cents 

the $1 rate planned for general op- 
erations. Previously, five cents had 
been remroved from the 15-cent rate 
charged for amortization of civic 
center and recreation area bonds. 
The levy for employe retirement 
would remain at 10 cents. 

Burgess estimated that of the in- 
crease in assessed valuation, some 
$1,400,000 resulted from annexations 
of Belle Haven and Suburban Park 
last January. The rest came from 
other construction within the city, 
he said. 

The city council on June 28 adopt- 
ed a 1949-50 budget totaling $176,- 
214, but held up adoption of a tax 
rate pending final determination of 
the assessed valuation. With the 
valuation now known, the council 
will formally fix the tax rate before 
September.

Permits for $417,250 worth of resi- 
dential and commercial construc- 
tion and alterations to existing 
structures in Menlo Park were is- 
sued in June, according to City 
Building Inspector J. D. Steiger. 

The figure was slightly larger

It was pointed out that permits 
for 28 new homes were issued in 
June, 1949, the combined cost of 
which is $250,250.

‘SECESSION’ MOVE 


Menlo Park city officials received something of a jolt last 
week with disclosure that William J. Gowans, an opponent of 
the Belle Haven annexation early this year, now contemplates 
a lawsuit contesting the annexation on the grounds it illegally 
included federal property at the Veterans hospital. 

Gowans, who resides in unincorporated North Palo Alto 
but owns a business and some unimproved Property in Belle 
Haven, made his disclosure at a meeting of the Belle Haven 
Improvement association. We must give him credit for hav- 
ing the fortitude to state his case before the very group that 
launched the Belle Haven annexation movement and then 
campaigned intensively to help put over the proposal by a 4 
to 3 margin at a special election in January. 

However, we can’t give Gowans a similar pat on the 
back for his belated efforts to nullify an action voted by a 
majority of the residents in Belle Haven. That they want- 
ed inclusion in Menlo Park was clearly demonstrated. 
Both sides had ample time and opportunity to present 
their cases before the election and, as a matter of fact, 
the “‘antis” did so in a strong manner, notably by wide- 
spread circulation of literature which was based mainly 
on the argument of “higher taxes.” Gowans, incident- 
ally, disclaims any connection with that literature. 


At the same time that plans to contest the annexation 
were disclosed, the city learned that an increase in assessed 
valuation will make possible a further 2-cent reduction in the 
tax rate for 1949-50. Valuation is set at $6,912,151, up 
$2,416,308 from last year, and it is estimated about $1,400,- 
000 of the gain is due to annexations of Belle Haven and Sub- 
urban Park. Asa result, a tax rate of $1.18 will be imposed 
for the new fiscal year, against the $1.20 estimated before 
valuation was final and $1.25 last year. 

At a public hearing held by city council a month before 
the election, no residents of the area appeared to protest. 
Gowans submitted eight written protests of property owners. 

It is true that non-resident property owners could not vote 
in the annexation balloting. That was not Menlo Park’‘s do- 
ing; it is a provision of the state law. 

We feel that the time has long since passed to raise the 
technical question of inclusion of the Veterans hospital prop- 
erty to provide a contiguous area between Belle Haven and 
the boundaries of Menlo Park as they existed prior to the elec- 
tion. It is Gowans’ contention that he has found a number 
of Belle Haven residents who don’t favor remaining within 
Menlo Park. Whether those persons voted for annexation 
and changed their mind or are numbered among the original 
Opponents of annexation, we can't say. As to changing one’s 
mind, it would be convenient if one could do so, for example, 
in the case of a congressman who turns out to be a disap- 
pointment. 

The city government doesn’t appear to be too con- 
cerned about the threatened lawsuit. City Attorney 
O’Keefe has expressed ‘‘full confidence’ in the city's 
position. Mayor Burgess asserts the matter of including 
the Veterans hospital was “thoroughly investigated” be- 
fore annexation procedure was begun. 


Specialists in California ee law were consulted, and 
the state law was ‘’followed to the letter,’ Burgess said. In 
addition, the secretary of state has certified the annexation 
as legal and a legislative act, validating this and other Calli- 
fornia annexations, recently was signed by the governor. 

Among the reasons Gowans cites for a withdrawal of Belle 
Haven from Menlo Park is a contention Menlo Park police are 
making a ‘‘cash register’’ of the area in issuing traffic cita- 
tions. If considerable amounts of fines are being levied as a 
result of arrests in the annexed area, it indicates but one 
thing: Numerous violations. After all, a section of Bayshore 
highway lies within the area. 

We can see no propriety now in questicning the validity 
of the annexation. The proper time would have been a re- 
Straining action during the course of the annexation. All 
legal requirements apparently have been met, the residents 
wanted annexation and the opponents enjoyed the democratic 
privilege of presenting their case.

The county assessor last week re- 
leased the assessed valuation fig- 
ures for 1949-50 for San Mateo 
County cities. Menlo Park’s figure 
is $6,912,151, an increase of $2,416,- 
308, or 54 percent over last year. 
The figure is almost double that of 
1947-48. 

The breakdown by sections of the 
city it not yet available, but my 
estimate is that about $1,400,000 
of the gain is due to the annexa- 
tion to the city of the Belle Haven 
and Suburban Park sections, and 
the remaining part to new construc- 
tion in the city limits as they exist- 
ed in January of this year. 

As much of the new construc- 
tion took place in areas annexed 
to the city in the last several 
years, it is evident that the an- 
nexation program started in 1945 
and concluded in February of this 
year produced the great bulk of 
this year’s valuation jump.

ing for collection costs and a small 
amount for tax delinquency there 
is still enough margin to cut the 
proposed tax rate by about two 
cents. Together with the five cent 
reduction already determined upon, 
this year’s rate will total $1.18 com- 
pared with $1.25 last year. 

This will be the lowest rate for 
city and street light purposes for 
six years, despite the fact that the 
present rate includes our recreation 
and civic center bonds and a retire- 
ment tax for city employees, two 
charges we did not have prior to last 
year. Had all of our local govern- 
ments held their tax rates down to 
the same extent as the city govern- 
ment, the total property tax rate 
inside Menlo Park would now be less 
than $4.00 per hundred instead of 
well over $8.00. 

On the subject of annexations, I 
noted that one of the opponenis 
of the Belle Haven annexation in 
the January election has announced 
that he is attempting to raise a sum 
to finance litigation to invalidate 
the annexation on a technicality. 

This technicality, the inclusion 

of federal property in the area an- 
nexed, was a matter thoroughly 
investigated by city officials be- 
fore the annexation procedure was 
started. Not only did the city 
attorney study the law on the sub- 
ject, but we checked also with 
specialists in California munici- 
pal law. The answer was the same 
in all cases. There is no basis for 
questioning the complete legality 
of the proceedings. 

The matter is within the prov- 
ence of the state government, and 
is not a federal question. The city 
followed the letter of the state law. 
The people in the Belle Haven area 
voted on the matter and in the ratio 
of 4 to 3 signified their desire to 
become a part of Menlo Park. On 
neither technical nor democratic 
grounds is there a reasonable ques- 
tion of the propriety of the annex- 
ation.

Taxpayers’ Group 
Shows Increase 


In School Costs 


Skyrocketing public school costs 
show plainly in the increases in ex- 
penditures per pupil in the larger 
elementary schools in San Mateo 
county, when current costs for 1947- 
48 and 1946-47 are compared, Cali- 
fornia Taxpayers’ association said, 
making public its study of costs of 
the 317 larger elementary school 
districts in California. 


Current spending per pupil in at- 
tendance for the Burlingame dist- 
rict went from $144.43 for 1946-47 
to $223.12 for 1947-48; for Jefferson, 
$109.07 to $134.63; Menlo Park, 
$109.94 to $159.94; Millbrae, $137.94 
to $140.09; Ravenswood, $123.29 to 
$146.29; Redwood City, $109.38 to 
$136.73; San Bruno, $104.53 to $145.- 
71; San Carlos, $120.28 to $156.22; 
San Mateo, $123.19 to $153.46; South 
San Francisco, $145.26 to $141.42, 


Data for 1947-48 are the latest 
available, the association said. 
School appropriation and school tax 
levies for 1948-49 generally in Cali- 
fornia, were higher than for either 
1947-48 or 1946-47. 


The study by the Taxpayers’ or- 
ganization included all elementary 
school districts in California with 
more than 450 pupils in average 
daily attendance.
